This fs said to be 
only a portion of the sum in excess of the 
original appropriations which must be ex- 
pended before the structures for which con- 
tracts have already been awarded can be 
completed, for the cost of every school now 
building will, it is declared, greatly exceed 
the appropriation.

FIGHT ON FIRE ESCAPES 
BY REALESTATE BOARD. 


Thinks Use of Patented Devices Brings 
Illegal Profits and Attacks Require- 
ment of Certain Electric Switch. 


Graft, realized through the sale of alleged 
safety devices, was declared by Attorney 
N. M. MacChesney before the real estate 
board to account for the attempts being made 
ta force building owners to surround their 
elevators with brick and iron walls. Acting 
on the report of its public service committee, 
the board yesterday decided to go before the 
city council and ask that residences of not 
more than four stories be exempted from 
the application of the fire escape ordinance. 

Though the report did not intimate that 
there was graft in patented fire escapes, its 
reading was received with that comment. 

Gen. Walter Newberry secured the defeat 
of an amendment demanding that houses 
with two families be exempted. 

“I think,” he said, “‘ that when. two fam- 
ilies live in a four story house the building 
ought to be protected by fire escapes. Lives 
can he saved by firemen. I never heard of a 
life being saved by a walled elevator shaft, 
but I do know that when lives have been lost 
because buildings were not provided with 
proper fire escapes legislation always has 
gone to some outrageous extreme like this 
walled elevator ordinance. The first thing 
for us to do is to take away all. excuse for 
attacks on us. Then we can fight some of 
the existing vicious measures.” 

“ The plan is,” he said, “ not only to force 
the owners of nonfireproof buildings to in- 
close their elevators but to affect the owners 
of the newest fireproof structures as well. 
Who cares to ride in an unventilated tunnel? 
That is what such elevator shafts will be. 
The ordinance requires that a certain elec- 
tric switch shall be placed on each floor. 
That is plain graft. constant royalties being 
paid to. one company. The same may be said 
of the so-called automatic hatch. Fireproof 
buildings under this idiotic ordinance are re- 
quired to have electric wires in iron tubing 


| instead of in the proper plaster casing.’’

EMPLOYERS PUSH 
ON UNIONS,

Weaker Labor Organizations 
Are to Be Crushed by 
"United Effort. 


TAILORS NOW INVOLVED. 


Campaign Backed. by ‘National 
Association with Fund ot, 
$1,500,000. 


Manufacturers who are members of trade 
associations of the country have started a 
campaign to crush-the weaker labor organ- 
izations. With the advice and support of 
the more radical employers, the. fight has 
been opened against three trade unions. 

When the Marble Dealers’ association two 
weeks ago locked out its union employés its 
action passed without much notice. Then 
followed a similar fight against the type- 
founders’ union upon the part of the em- 


the Merchant Tailors’ association has de- 
clared war upon the 
union. $ 

The stand of these organizations of em- 
ployers is the beginning of the fight against 
the dictates of the more radical unions to 
result from the formation of the National 
Employers’ association in this city the last of 
the month. In each case the manufacturers 
are to be backed by the full strength of the 
association and haye ‘access to its defense 
fund of $1,500,000, 


Movement National in Scope. 


Employers throughout the country have 
watched with interest the methods used here 
against the laundry workers, the candy mak- 


a& national campaign along the same lines 
could be made effective. 
given the employers an opportunity to test 
the scheme by framing agreements which 
call for the “ closed shop.” | 

The unions fighting the employers control 
about 23,000 men. These are distributed 
as follows: Tailors, 18,000; marble workers, 
4,000; typefounders, 900. 

The movement against the tailors has been 
under contemplation for some time. In 
Cleveland and Denver strikes were called 
to get “free’’ shops. In Kansas City the 
request was met with a lockout which partly 
has tied up the industry there. In Chicago 
the employés of the McGrath company 
walked out when the ‘‘free’’ shop was re- 
fused, and those working for John Stevenson 
took the same course when denied a 10 per 
cent increase in wages. 

The members of the tailors’ union prompt- 
ly opened negotiations with the United Gar- 
ment Workers. When the two unions have 
combined they say they will accept the chal- 
lenge of the employers and carry through 
the struggle. 

Denies Iron Workers Willi Strike. 


President Frank Buchanan of the Inter- 
national Association of Bridge and Structur- 
al Iron Workers arrived in Chicago yester- 
day and denied that he has arranged for a 
general strike to involve more than 60,000 
men. He was indignant at the report, and 
declared that Sam Parks of New York was 
responsible for its dissemination. 

President Buchanan jeaves today for In- 
dianapolis to take part in the formation of 
a central organization that is to control the 
building. trades of the country... It will have 
sway over 100,000 men apd will act in har- 
mony with the American Federation of 
Labor. The iron men, bricklayers, carpen- 
ters, building laborers, and plumbers all will 
have representatives at the meeting. 


Glovemakers Already Are Out. 


Eight hundred glovemakers in. four fac- 
tories yesterday struck because the firmere- 
fused to enter Into an agreement with the 
union. No reason was given by the em- 
ployers save that they now are taking stock 
and receiving orders and cannot afford to 
spend several days in negotiations. 

The glovemakers’ union hdd an agreement 
with the manufacturers until Sept. 21. When 
this expired they attempted to get !t re- 
newed and have it include an increase in 
wages. The firms are members of the Chi- 
cago Employers’ association, and when the 
union officials visited them they refused to 
discuss the situation. Angered by this post- 
tion the union issued an ultimatum that un- 
less it was granted its demands the members 
would walk out. No reply was received from 
the firms, and the men and girls struck at the 
following plants: 

American Glove company, 18 Churchill street. 

H. Jensen company, 409 Rhine street.: ; 

Aeppli Glove company, 1548 Milwaukee avenue. 

Charlies Maurer, 658 North Aghiand avenue. 

8. R. Clexton, 176 North Halsted street. 

Other factories will be closed today, and by 
tonight the officers of the union hope to have 
more than 1,800 employés on the streets. 
Should this take place the industry will be 
blocked and heavy losses will follow. 


PIANO COMPANY WILL LEAVE. 


Cables to Quit Chicago, and Laporte 
Hopes. to Secure Factory, Employ- 
ing 250 Men. 


The Hobart M. Cable Piano company, em- 
Pploying 250 skilled workmen and paying 
$200,000 in wages each year, is preparing to 
remove its plant from Chicago. Smaller 
cities are bidding eagerly to secure the fac- 
tory, and one, Laporte, Ind., will send repre- 
sentatives to Chicago today with the hope 
of securing a contract. 

“We have decided to leave because we 
cannot get proper factory facilities in Chi- 
cago,’ said President Cable last evening. 
“We have outgrown our plant in Clybourn 
avenue. Muskegon, Michigan City, Belvi- 
dere, and Laporte all have sought to secure 
the piano works. ; 

“Labor troubles did not‘cause our decis- 
jon, although we will admit the price of 
Jabor in Chicago is high. We look upor the 
Laporte offer with a degree of favor.”

TYPOTHETZ ABANDONS EFFORT 
TO CRUSH PRESSFEEDERS. 


Many of the Larger Firms, However, 
“Refuse'to Surrender and Will Con- 
tinge the Struggle, Employing 
Girls te De the Work-—Defeat Is 
Blamed to Pressmen, Whose Presi- 
dent Was Counted On to Find Men 
for the Vacant Positions.

After attempting for’three days to break 
the Franklin Union of Pressfeeders, the 
Tyvpothetse and the Prihting Pressmen’s 
union gave up the fight last night. A truce 
was arranged pending * settlement of the 


the piessieeders Wiis » vik today. 

The stand of the Typothete was not satis- 
factory to some of its members, especially 
the larger houses, which are anxious to con- 
tinue the war against the pressfeeders until 
that organization is destroyed. These firms 
will not be parties to the truce, and will not 
be bound by the findings of the conciliation 
board. 

The members of the Typothete throw the 
blame of their defeat-on the pressmen, who, 
they sny, agreed to aid them in crushing 
the feeders’ organization. When a struggle 
became certain President Martin Higgins of 
the pressmen came to Chicago and promised. 
it is said, to furnish union men to fill the 
pressfeeders’ places. This propogition the 
Typothetse accepted, but Higgins could not 
co as he had agreed. 

Typothe Gives Up Fight. 

On Monday and Tuesday, the pressmen 
tried to muster enough recruits to keep the 
plants of the Typothete going, and.on Tues- 
day night Higgins informed the organization 
that if its members would pay $13 a week 
for feeders he could get the men. Yester- 
day morning he told them that the price 
would be $15, and in the afternoon admitted 
he could not get help. 

When the members of the Typothete heard 
this they voted to stop the fight and arrange 
for peace. A committee of two was sent to 
the headquarters of the feeders, 14 Custom 
House place, to arrange for a settlement. 
It was agreed that a conciliation board of 
seven from each side should meet and draw 
up a wage scale and working agreement 
to be binding on the union and all members 
of the Typgthete that signed it. 


Big Firms Still Hold Out. 

Among the firms that have determined to 
continue the fight and man their presses 
with such feeders as they can get are: 
Rand, McNally & Co., R. R. Donnelley & 
Sans company, Rogers & Co., A. R. Barnes 
& Co., W. F. Hall Printing company, Faith- 
orn Printing company, 8. D. Childs & Co.., 
Fred Klein company, Marsh & Grant, and 
the Jefferson Program company. 

The majority of these firms have employed 
girls at $7-a week to fill the places of the 
feeders and have found that they can do the 
work. Several important printing contracts 
are held by the houses who intend to con- 
tinue the fight.

NEW ATTACK IS MADE ON 
ADMINISTRATOR STRONG. 


Legal Aid Society Seeks to Have Estate 
of C. L. Clute Taken from Him—Ap- 
pointment Alleged on Day of Inquest. 


Application was made before Judge Cut- 
ting in the Probate court yesterday for the 
removal of Joseph H. Strong as administra- 
tor of the estate of Charles L. Clute. Strong 
is public administrator, and it was repre- 
sented to Judge Cutting that he had secured 
the appointment in the Clute estate by mis- 
representations. The Chicago Legal Aid so- 
ciety, through its counsel, made the appll- 
cation, but a number of defects were discov- 
ered in the bill, and an amended one will be 
submitted, 

Clute was killed in a collision between 
Union Traction and City railway cars. He 
died on July 26. Mr. Strong went into the 
Probate court and was appointed adminis- 
trator, it is alleged, by representing that 
Clute left no widow or heirs at law, or rela- 
tives in the state.

A white boy and negro fought at the Mose-

Washington, D. C., Oct. 7.—[Special, ]— 
Some interesting information concerning the 
health of the army is contained in the annual 
repert of Surgeon General O'Reilly. The 
comparative effect of disease upon white. 
célered, and Filipino troops is reviewed at 
some length by Gen. who shows 
that the death rate among American negroes 
and native Filipinos was nearly 60 per cent 
greater than among white troops. The 
negroes show. a greater percentage of sick- 
ness and mortality, although the troops of 
Malay blood closely approached them in the 
death rate. 

Far the whole army at home and abroad 
during the year .covered by the report the 
white troops showed hospital admission at 
the rate of 1,706 per 1,000 and a death rate 
of 14.40. The ne troops had 1,897 admis- 
‘pions and 24.11 deaths per 1,000, and” the 
Malay scouts 1,707 admissions and 24.04 
geaths per 1.000. 

‘Asiatic cholera, which caused 4.72 cases 
and 2.83 deaths in each 1,000 of white soldiers 
Jn the army, showed 15.68 cases and 7.96 
deaths per 1,000 in the negro regiments and

Statement Is Made by ‘aiiemieoe for 
H. C. Hallenbeck and Norman R.

It is declared that Postmaster General 
Payne on one occasion defied the wishes of 
President Roosevelt and awarded a contract 
to Paul Herman, a former employé of the 
Wyncoop-Hallenbeck-Crawford company 
when ordered not to do so. 


Say Others Are Scapegoats. 

It is charged by Hallenbeck and Metcalf 
that political influence made a scapegoat of 
James T. Metcalf, the former chief of the 
money order bureau of the postoffice depart- 
ment at Washington, and that Hallenbeck 
and Norman Metcalf are the sufferers 
thereby. 

The principal of the allegations upon which 
the charge rests are statements of a.commit- 
tee of the United Society of the Typothet2 
of America, a powerful organization of print- 
ers’ employers, which called at the White 
house last June to protest against the award 
to Paul Herman of the postal money order 
printing contract. Herman,had left Hallen- 
heck a short time perviously, and entered a 
bid for the contract of about $8.000 a year 
less than that charged by the Hallenbeck 
concern. 

Text of Conversation. 

According to the affidavits of the members 
of the committee, which Messrs. Crook and 
Hayden, Haltenbeck’s attorneys, declare they 
will use, the following conversation took 
place:

OBITUARY.

JOHN STEARNS GOULD, for forty years

TONDON, Oct, 7.—Joseph Chamberlain 

made a speech tonight at Greenock, where 
he was received with a feryor which eclipsed 
if possible his reception at Glasgow last 
night. He made a fighting speech, addressed 
icularly to the workingmen of Greenock, 
who attribute the decline in the prosperity 
of the cane sugar trade to bounties on beet 

Tr. 
Wine former colonial secretary warned the 
workingmen that if present conditions con- 
tinue they will be compelled to accept lower 
wages or have no work; and he told them 
shat when this happened it would make no 
difference if their loaf was as big as a 
mountain and as cheap as dirt, for they 
would hate no- money to buy it with. 


British Agriculture Destroyed. 


Mr. Chamberlain said that agriculture in 
Great Britain was practically destroyed, the 
sugar trade was gone, the silk trade was 
Zone, the iron and wool industries were 
threatened, and the same fate would come to 
the cotton trade. He continued: 

“How long are you going to stand it? 
Gngiand is not afraid of foreign countries. 
She is-the greatest market in the whole 
world, and foreign countries are her best cus- 
tomer. If a tariff war came England would 
‘pot come out second best. One reason ad- 
yaneed for America’s prosperity is her enor- 
mous population of 70,000,000, but the British 
empire has 60,000,000, all white, and some 

so00.000 of other races, all prospective 

customers of the mother country.”’ 


Prosperity Follows Protection, 

“Mr, Chamberlain asked why all protective 
nations prospered more than the united king- 
dom. if the Cobdenites could satisfactorily 
answer he would ask to be allowed to hide 
his diminished head. His occupation would 
be gone. 

Replying to the newspaper criticisms that 
he selected 1872, the greatest boom year of 
British trade, as the basis of his statistics, 
the speaker admitted that the first twenty- 
five years of Cobden's free trade was a flour- 

' hing period, and free trade was then prob- 
ably best for the country. But he was will- 
ing to take any period during the last thirty 
years to illustrate his arguments. Asking 
why the foreign protective countries, even 
small nations like Sweden, had all pré@s- 
pered, he said that he believed they were 
better strategists than the British. Their 
“policy, as enunciated by the late President 
McKinley, and by the greatest of Ameri-

Big’ Machine Sails Only 100 
Yards Before It Plunges 
Into the Potomac. 


CRAFT BADLY WRECKED. 


No semblance of Flight in Its 
Movement—Pyof. Manley, Navi- 
gator, Gets Ducking. 


Widewater, Va., Oct. 7.—The sixty foot 
stee! built flying machine, the climax of years 
of exhaustive study in the efforts of Prof. 
Samuel P. Langley, secretary of the Smith- 
sonian institution, to solve the problem of 
mechanical flight in midair, was launched 
this afternoon, and theexperiment, carefully 
planned. and delayed for months, proved a 
complete fgilure. The immense airship sped 
rapidly along its seventy foot track, was car- 
ried by its own momentum for 100 yards, and 
then fell gradually into the Potomac river, 
whence it emerged a total wreck. 

Prof. Charles M. Manley, who has been 
Prof. Langley’s chief assistant in the work 
preliminary to the attempted flight, made the 
ascent in the aerodrome, and escaped with a 
ducking. At no time was there any sem- 
blance of flight, the initial momentum, the 
lightness of the machine, and the sustaining 
surface of the wings furnishing the condi- 
tions which account for the 100 yard transit of 
the airbird from its sixty foot elevation to 
the water,

DEFENSE IN SOUTH CAROLINA 
MURDER CASE IS BEGUN. 


Witnesses Testify as to Violent Lan- 
guage and Threats by N. G. Gon- 
zales, Who Was Killed by Former 
Lieutenant Governor — Editorials 
Written by Victim Read in Court to 
Show Feeling That Existed—Imply 
Defendant Was in Peril. 


‘Lexington, S. C., Oct. 7.—[Special.]—The de- 


fense in the trial of former Lieut. Gov. J. H. | 


Tillman for killing N. G. Gonzales opened its 
case today. 

' Editorials in the State. written by the dead 
man, ‘were read to show the feeling that ex- 
isted between the two men. 

T. D. Mitchell testified he met Gonzales in 
the street of Columbia in 1902 and asked 
him if he did not “ think it about time to let 
up.on old Jim."’ 

Mitchell said Gonzales replied: ‘' Ican slap 
his face and he wouldn't resent it. If he 
ever bats his eyes at me I'll fill him so full of 
lead he can't tote it off.” The witness said 
he told Tillman of the conversation. 

A. J. Flowers, a street railway conductor, 
testified that he overheard a conversation on 
his street car in Columbia in 1902 in which 
Gonzales said that “ if he did not succeed In 


“defeating Tillman in the governor’s office he 


would never be seated, because he would 
kill the raseal.”” . 

P. W. Hughes of Warrenton said he was in 
Columbia in 1902, and, while walking down 
Main street with four men, they met Gon- 
zales. He asked Gonzales if he did not think 
he had done Tillman a great injustice, to 
which Gonzales replied that he “ would get 
greater injustice after election, and it ought 
to be lead.’’ 

N. B. Chesshire, a printer on an Anderson 
(S. C.) newspaper, testified he told Tillman at 
a campaign meeting in Anderson in 1900 that 
a representative of the State told him that 
**Gonzales carried a gun for Tillman, and 
that he had better not jump on him witha 
stick. for if he did he would get —— shot out 
of him.’’ 

Court adjourned on account of the illness 
of a juror. 


BLACKMAILERS BLOW UP BRIDGE 


Northern Pacific Railroad Officials Hear 
of Fresh Outrages on Their Line 
Near Helena, Montana. 


Helena, Mont., Oct. 7.—[Special.]—North- 
ern Pacific railroad officials have just re- 
celved word that a bridge on the line near 
here has been blown up.

It was in this way that the abbey passed 
into the hands of the poet, a distant relative. 
The latter died, as every one knows, without 
male issue, leaving only a daughter, and the 
seventh Lord Byron was again a distant 
cousin, who was obliged to get rid of New- 
stead abbey by sale to a Col. Wildman, who, 
meeting with misfortune, besides losing his 
only son, disposed of it to the late William 
Frederick Webb.

chanee In a second hand shop in Bedford 
street, Covent Garden, the grewsome drink-

—namely: the silver mounted skull of the old 
abbot. He at once purchased it and caused 
it.to be reverently buried within the abbey 
precincts. It was after this that his son was 
born. But so alarmed was he lest any harm 
should befall this son) that’ he declined to 
leave him Newstead abbey, making other 
generous provision for him, and leaving the 
plate not to his eldest datighter, Miss Webb, 
who acted as King Edward's cicerone the 
other day, but to her younger sister, mar* 
ried to Gen, Sir Herbert Chermside, and 
whose union has, I believe, until now re- 
mained without issue.

Chicago housewife stands appalled 
at the dust that invades her house, 
swept and garnished for the winter, 
and finally, becoming hopeless. accepts 
it as an inevitable evil. There is prob- 
po estimating the loss each year in 

fabrics and wal! decorations that are ruined 
by the sooty film that obscures all their 
heauty, to say nothing of nerve and muscle 
force used up in the endless battle. But

guéy of ventilation. Open doors and win- 
dowa and the cracks and openings about 
them are the greatest source of dust; it 
comes in also om our shoes and clothing and 
upon packages and all things carried in. 
ds the season epproaches fer heating our 
houses and closing our windows there is 
more b of controlling this place of in- 
gress. The housekeeper should carefully 
study the ventilation of mee’ room in the 
house and provide for two n the letting 
in of fresh air and letting out exhausted 
air. For fresh air provide some opening 
low in the room, either the lower window 
gash or a fireplace. For exhausted air, which 
in a heated house will always rise, arrange 
some Opening as near your ceiling as possible. 
A window opened in a room otherwise per- 
fectly closed does not insure fresh air, for 
the air must be made to circulate. Having 
decided upon the best way of ventilating, 
make cheese cloth screens, either put up as 
curtains or on’ frames like wire screens, and 
keep in windows habitually open. These 
screens not only keep out dirt but Insure 
the more gradual admittance of air and in 
small rooms obviate much of the danger of 
drafts. Then see to it that all other windows 
are as carefully sealed as possible. Ex- 
smine the frames about the sides and stop 
any cracks large enough for dirt to come 
through. Then make long narrow bags of 
theese cloth and fil] them with either sand 
o sawdust and lay them across the meet- 
ing bar of the window. You will be surprised 
io find how long your curtains keep clean, 
that is, how long for Chicago.

The dirt carried tn by people on clothing 
is dificult to control We do net want to be 
as fussy as the old maid Miss Wilkins de- 
scribes as carefully sweeping up the dust 
tracks of her caller, nor can we too strongly « 
condemn the long skirts that sweep up and | 
hold large quantities of street filth and con- 
vey it to carefully cleaned houses. Did 
women once bring themselves to face the in- 
excusable filth of this fashion, did they hear 
scientists talk of the number of microbes 
that can dance on the end of a needle, the 
style would change. We condemn the city 
for its dirty streets, but a large part of that 
dirt would never enter our homes were it not 
for women’s long skirts, 

After considering ways of entry for dirt 


that you provide. Ruskin and Morris have 
taught us from the artistic standpoint much 
that hygiene applauds. We have learned 
that overcrowded rooms are not restful and 
We have learned to “have 
nothing about us that we do not know to be 
useful or believe to be beautiful,” and we are 
also learning that the beauty of any article 
depends partly upon ftself and partly upon 
ite surroundings. Beauty of color is of’ 
greater importance than texture and can be 
considered in inexpensive, usable things. 
Delicate brocades are not artistic in a living 
room in constant use by a large family ina 
smoky city. Weare beginning to appreciate 


necessary to cover a prettily grained table 
with a chenille cover. Heavy fringes, un- 
necessarily tufted furniture, heavy wind 
draperies, plush pillow covers are constantly 
giving way to things that do not harbor dust 
and are readily cleansed. To so furnish our 
houses in a dirt ridden city that unnecessary 
resting places for dirt are provided is to be 
both inartistic and unhygienic. 

A study of beauty of outline and beauty of 
color always lead to a taste for simple things 
good in themselves and sulted to their use 
and place. Could all that is unnecessary in 
our homes be done away with, both from the 
artistic and hygienic point of view, the prob- 
lem of cleaniliness and of women’s slavery 
to things would be largely solved. Probably 
no step could be taken that would so further 
this end than for the housewife to tnsist that 
all unnecessary things In the house be taken 
care of by the member of the family wanting 
them. If a young girl wants her room filled 
with all sorts of trinkets let her dust them, 
if a young. boy brings fn dust and mud on his 
wheel let him clean it up. For these things 
conduce only to their personal pleasure, and 
they should pay the price of labor they entail. 

The last division of our subject—the re- 
moval of dust—is a long story and will be 
given next week.

Quinces are among the latest arrivals, and 
the most Welcome to those who have culti- 
vated a taste for this rich and beautiful 
fruit. Baked quinces are a palatable dessert. 
Just wash and core them, fill with sugar, and 
bake in @ baking dish with a little water. 
Serve hot or cold with cream and sugar. 

Quings cheese hies from England and is as 
Cainty & dainty as many other English fan- 
cies. Pars and core some ripe quinces, cut 
tem small, put the parings into a preserv- 
ing pan and turn a plate over them large 
enough to cover them; then put in the 
Gulnces, with a quarter of a pint of water to 
each pound; cover the pan closely, and set it 
ever @ gentle fire until they are quite soft, 
and then take them out, strain the water 
from the-parings to the sugar, set it over the 
fre, and stir it until it is dissolved. Let it 
boll, take off the scum until only a light 
foam rises; wash the quinces, put them into 
the sirup, cover it over, and let them boil 
Newly, taking care that it does not burn, 
Until it is thick like a stiff jelly. Line earthen

First Prise Sanday Dinner in “* The 
Cooking Clab’”— 


The following menu plans for easily maneg- 
ing work necessary to prepare ft. The clear- 
ing up after dinner is considered, and any 
one asking a friend home from church: 'to din- 
ner will find that she is not kept long !n the 
kitchen after the meal or before it; neither 
will an ordinarily careful housekeeper find a 
change of dress necessary either in prepar- 
ing or washing up. 

Grape soup. 
Chicken au gratin, 

Buttered sweet potatoes. Spinach. 
Apple and celery salad. Cheese straws. 
Chocolate jelly with custard and cake. 

Nuts. Fruit. Coffee. 

Prepare the grape soupon Saturday. Stem 
two pounds grapes, remove the skins, and 
from one cupful take the seeds, using a 
skewer and not breaking the fruit. Boil the 
seeded grapes until done in half a cupful 
of sugar and a little water, boil the remain- 
der in enough water to make the required 
amount of soup with one pound sugar to a 
quart of water, or less sugar if the fruit is 
unusually sweet. After fifteen minutes’ 
boiling add one teaspoonful of arrowroot dis- 
solved in a little cold water, and cook till 
clear. Strain the soup over the whole fruit, 
add Rhine wine or claret to taste. Serve ex- 

tremely cold. | 

Prepare chicken au gratin for the oven on 
Saturday. Cut all the meat from a boiled 
fowl, mix with a large cupful of sauce, put 
in baking dish which is to go to the table, 
cover with bread crumbs, and butter, salt, 
and pepper totaste. Bake till brown on Sun- 
day. 
Prepare the buttered sweet potatoes for 
frying Sunday morning, prepare the spinach 
for cooking Sunday morning, also boil the 
eggs hard and peel ready to garnish it with. 

Prepare the apple and celery salad Sunday 
morning. Cut tart apples into dice and mix 
with double the amount of celery, cut into 
half inch lengths. Sprinkle with chopped 
nuts. Cover with mayonnaise and serve 
in apple cups or on plates garnished with 
white celery tops. 

Prepare the chocolate jelly with custard 
on Saturday. Dissolve a box of gelatine 
in water to cover, then set it over hot water 
to liquify. Melt two ounces of chocolate in 
two tablespoons of milk, beat a cupful and a 
half of cream toa stiff froth, add halfa pound 
of sugar, half a glass of any preferred liquor, 
strain the gelatine into the chocolate, next 
add the sugar and the liquor, and lastly fold 
in the whipped cream. Stir frequently and 
then place onice. Make a custard with four 
eggs to a pint of milk with sugar and flavor- 
ing to taste, and serve with the jelly. 


After returning home from church make a | 


quick fire, place the chicken in the oven, 
put the spinach on with a little water, place 
the sweet potatoes in the oven, unmold the 
jelly, slice the bread and cake, put on the 
drinking water, make the coffee, warm the 
cheese straws for a minute in the oven after 
the chicken and potatoes are taken out, sea- 
son the spinach, and dinner is read).

| INTERESTING 1 TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. ‘| 


There was a little difference of opinion in 
the provision pit last night in regard to the 
meaning of the sensational slump in the price 
of October lard and ribs. By far the greater 
number held that it was a complete abandon- 
ment of their former position by the wealthy 
local packers in possession of the product, 
while a few were inclined to believe that 
support had been withdrawn by these own- 
ers in order to free themselves of undesirable 
company. That the measures were certainly 
drastic and expensive in regard to lard at 
least was conceded on all sides. That the 
move was also the best possible for the fu- 
ture of the provision trade and for the good 
of the speculative market this winter was 
also agreed. As to the expense the differ- 
ence of opinion was only a matter of de- 
tail. The loss of %e per Ib, as shown by a 
comparison of yesterday's with the previous 
day’s prices, meant a loss of $170,000 on the 
local stock alone, and on the world’s supply 
in visible commercia! stocks it amounted to 
over $350,000. That there were also immense 
stocks owned by the local manipulators and 
hidden away in various corners was also 
agreed. An instance in illustration was the 
large shipment of lard made by slow sail- 
ing and steam craft oyt of Galveston and 
against which shipments there had been 
drafts to apply on the local deal. The break 
in prices called out a world of reminiscence 
in regard to the starting of the deal. It wasa 
certainty that the local lard stocks were 
below 10,000 tcs May 1 and above 110,000 tcs 
Oct. 1. During all of these months the mar- 
ket had been sustained at prices showing an 
average of over 10c per lb in Chicago, while

The believers in the 
theory that the October lard deal had been 
abandoned based their opinion on the failure 
of the September corner. Few shorts had 
been forced to settle at the top price of lic, 
and even these were supplied mainly by other 
than the September manipulators.

The fact that the south has this year more 
corn and hogs than ever before, and that it 
is each year working more independently 
of northern packers was cited as the main 
cause for disappointing demand from that 
section. The recently advanced insurance 
rates and probability of similar advances in 
money for the carrying of high priced prop- 
erty were thought to have been instrumental 
in deciding owners to reduce values. The 
sentiment in the provision pit last night was 
that there would be no manipulation in 
provisions for the coming winter at least,
